THREE soldiers from the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders, based at 
Howe Barracks, have been remanded 
in custody following charges of ille¬ 
gally possessing explosives. 

The charges come as part of a major probe into 
allegations of the theft and supply of ammunitions 
and explosives to gangs in Strathclyde, Scotland. 

Two of the men were arrested on Friday, when 
Kent police raided the Canterbury barracks as 
part of a joint operation with Strathclyde police, 
who made several arrests north of the border. 

Sgt Kieran Campbell, 27, from Kilmarnock, and 
Colour Sergeant Garry Graham, 36, from 
Strathclyde, both based at Canterbury, appeared 
before Folkestone magistrates on Monday. 

They entered no plea and spoke only to confirm 
their names. Both were charged with possession 
of explosives for unlawful purpose. Both were 
remanded in custody. 

A 26-year-old civilian woman who was also 
detained at the army base has been freed on bail. 

A third man from the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders appeared before a court in Glasgow. 

The raid at the barracks included homes in the 
married quarters, a flat and the sergeants’ mess. 

In addition to the Canterbury arrests two other 
men, Lance Corporal Martin Fitzsimmons, 27, 
and Christopher Logan, 20, appeared at Glasgow 
Sheriff Court on Tuesday. 

Both were arrested in the Strathclyde area. 

Fitzsimmons and Logan were charged under 
the Firearms Act for offences which included not 
having a firearms certificate, not having a 
firearms certificate for ammunition and being in 
possession of a firearm.

- known as 5 Scots - has just finished 
its training ahead of deployment in 
Afghanistan in late March. 

A Ministry of Defence spokesman 
said: “The MoD can confirm that Kent 
police have arrested three soldiers on 
suspicion of the theft and supply of 
munitions. 

“The arrests took place in 
Canterbury, where 5 Scots are based. 
Royal Military Police officers were in 
support. The MoD is co-operating fully 
with Kent police as they pursue their 
investigation.” 

These latest allegations mean more 
trouble for the beleaguered Scottish 
regiment in the run up to deployment. 

Last November, 17 soldiers from the 
same battalion failed drug tests after a 
five-day break in Mexico following jun¬ 
gle training in Belize. 

All 17 squaddies were discharged.

FROM warnings to wealth, 
the colour yellow has signi¬ 
fied many things over the 
ages as a new exhibition in 
Whitstable will explore. 

Whitstable Museum and Gallery is 
staging a focus on the colour this 
month - and if yellow doesn’t float 
your boat, perhaps blue will. 

Running alongside the exhibition, 
at the Herne Bay Museum and 
Gallery, is one taking a close up look 
at the colour blue. 

From images of sun worship, 
health and wealth, to associations 
with illness and hazard, the 
Whitstable display explores the con¬ 
tradictory nature of the colour yellow. 

A city council spokesman said: 
“Colour is all around us, but we tend 
to take it for granted. We don’t stop to 
think where it comes from or what it 
is and we can buy things today in 
any colour we want. 

“But colours were once rare and 
expensive; fortunes were made and 
lost, expeditions were conducted to 
the remotest parts of the earth and 
lives were poisoned - all in the pur¬ 
suit of colour.” 

Decay 

An organiser said: “Yellow is the 
colour of sunlight, warmth, ripening 
corn, egg yolks sunny side up and 
glittering golden wealth. It is associ¬ 
ated with well-being and flourishing 
life. But yellow is also linked with ill¬ 
ness - yellow fever and jaundice - as 
well as sulphur, mustard gas and 
decay. 

“Black and yellow together are used 
for hazard alert, from wasps and 
snakes to road signs and hazard tape. 

“There are very few natural yellow

pigments. The best known is saffron, 
which is made from dried crocus sta¬ 
mens. A rare Indian yellow was 
made from the urine of cattle fed on 
mango leaves. The most glorious nat¬ 
ural yellow is gamboge, the dried 
resinous sap of garcinia trees. 

“Van Gogh adored the colour yel¬ 
low, but the highly toxic paint was 
one of the factors that led to his 
death.” 

These and other stories are 
explored in the new exhibition, 
organised by Canterbury council’s 
museums and galleries staff, which 
runs until Saturday, April 12. 

It is part of a series of exhibitions 
that explore the role of one particular 
colour in art, nature and society 
across the ages. 

An exhibition focusing on blue is on 
view at Heme Bay Museum and 
Gallery until Monday, March 24. 

Whitstable Museum and Gallery in 
Oxford Street is from 10am-4pm. 
Admission is free.

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Rowdy children 
prompt police 
to increase city 
centre patrols 


A SPREE of bad behaviour 
blamed on Canterbury 
schoolchildren has seen one 
school ban its pupils from 
the city centre and prompt¬ 
ed police to step up patrols. 

Shops in the Whitefriars centre 
have reported a spate of petty thefts, 
fights and loutish behaviour. 

The police say they have not 
noticed an increase in reports of 
thefts - with much of the trouble 
dealt with by in-store security guards 
- but are well aware of a minority 
of students whose behaviour intimi¬ 
dates shoppers and tourists around 
the centre. 

Acting Sgt Steve Clifton says: “We 
are aware of reports of anti-social 
behaviour when school children are 
queuing for buses at the bus station. 
We have increased our patrols 
around the bus station when the

city’s schools finish, helping to chil¬ 
dren get home safely.” 

In an effort to ensure its pupils are 
not involved, one school has already 
temporarily banned its pupils from 
visiting parts of the city centre before 
and after school. 

A letter has been sent to parents of 
pupils at Simon Langton Boys’ 
Grammar School from deputy head 
Duncan MacKay. 

Responsibility 

He said: ‘We are keen to keep our 
own students out of harm’s way, 
while also assisting the local busi¬ 
ness community and the police in 
managing the situation rather better. 

“I have therefore told our students 
that I do not expect them to be in 
town in the morning except at the 
bus station, and only then if they do 


not have access to direct buses.” 

Simon Langton has specifically 
told pupils to stay away from the 
Tesco Metro and the Whitefriars cen¬ 
tre in general. 

Other schools are expected to fol¬ 
low suit. 

Chief Inspector Lee Russell said: 
We are working with schools in the 
city to ensure that pupils return 
home safely from school. 

We have recently put more patrols 
into Whitefriars and to Dane John 
Gardens following reports of anti¬ 
social behavior. 

“However, we are not particularly 
focusing on pupils from any one 
school. 

“In fact, I’ve recently held positive 
meetings with several schools and I 
am more than confident that they 
take the responsibility for their 
pupils seriously.”

Threat to oysters 

NATIVE oysters off the coast of 
Whitstable have tested positive for 
the Bonamia ostreae parasite which 
could have a devastating impact on 
the shellfish which has made the 
town famous. 

Defra has now issued a notice 
under the Fish Health Regulations, 
1997, controlling the movement of 
the shellfish. 

Bonamia ostreae causes the serious 
disease Bonamiosis in native oyster 
stocks, but does not have any clinical 
effect on any other shellfish. 

Bonamiosis has no implications for 
human health and native oysters 
from this area can still be eaten. 


VIEW 
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Hearing aid waiting 
lists are slashed as 
clinic backs up NHS 


WAITING lists for hearing aids 
have been slashed across East Kent 
thanks to a new clinic in 
Canterbury. 

Last year, patients in need of a lis¬ 
tening device were forced to wait for 
more than a year, with some facing 
up to 88 weeks delay for a fitting 
following their referral. 

But in an effort to comply with 
government targets, the Hearing 
Care Centre, which has a clinic at 
Canterbury’s Chaucer Hospital, has 
been contracted by the NHS to see 
patients who need help with hear¬ 
ing. 

Managing director of the centre, 
Mark Scutchings, said: “Last 
September we started a six-month 
contract with the Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) to cut waiting times for 
hearing aids from 88 weeks to 18 
weeks by the end of March. 

‘We will see around 2,000 NHS 
patients in the six months and the 
contract has been extended for a 
further three years.” 


The move means patients, many 
of whom are elderly, will only have 
to wait for a fraction of the time. 
The firm also offers hearing aid 
repairs and cleaning, again cutting 
the time patients have to wait. 

The company is also encouraging 
battery recycling, and intends to 
use its new partnership with the 
Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT to 
encourage hearing aid battery recy¬ 
cling among patients. 

Most batteries contain heavy met¬ 
als, which can harm the environ¬ 
ment if disposed incorrectly. When 
the battery corrodes, the heavy met¬ 
als may leak into the ground and 
cause soil or water pollution and 
endanger wildlife. 

Mr Scutchings said: “More of our 
customers were asking for recycling 
information. 

“So we decided it was time for a 
recycling policy to encourage our 
patients to think about the impact 
of their used hearing aid batteries 
on the environment.”

GRADUATES are to be given gen¬ 
erous grants to develop street the¬ 
atre across the district. 

Thespians could be awarded up to £3,000 to 
produce a performance which will be premiered 
at Canterbury’s high-profile outdoor festivals. 

The project aims to nurture artistic talent in 
Canterbury through financial support and the 
opportunity to perform for the local community. 

Organisers believe Kent is becoming a centre 
for the study of drama, and Canterbury should 
be a launch pad for creative careers. 

Successful acts will be showcased at the 
Summer in the City Festival, the Heme Bay 
Festival, and the Whitstable Oyster Festival. 

Graduates are being encouraged to involve 
the community as consultants as well as an 
audience. Although there is no theme for sub¬ 
missions, the organisers want entries to be 
related in some way to Canterbury. 

Michelle Moubarak, creative development 
officer for Canterbury council, said: “The ideas 
should be relevant to the city in as much as they 
should reflect our unique heritage and culture.” 

Organisers’ thematic suggestions include tra¬ 
dition and innovation, the patchwork of spaces 


from medieval to modem, and the high number 
of visitors now and throughout history. 

However, there is always room for freedom of 
creativity. Miss Moubarak said: ‘We are open to 
possibilities and look forward to seeing what 
Canterbury has to offer.” 

The scheme, known as the Marlowe Artist 
Development Project, is a collaboration 
between the Marlowe Theatre and Canterbury 
council’s arts and creative development unit. 

The awards are available to individuals, compa¬ 
nies and collaborations. Artists can perform any 
act from dance or mime, to plays and comedy. 
Anyone who has graduated within three years 
can apply, if they five in the Canterbury district.

City chief in 
vow to ease 
land worries 


COMMUNITY groups can rest 
easy following an assurance from 
the council’s top man that assets 
sold off to pay for the city’s ambi¬ 
tious capital programme will not 
leave them homeless. 

Speaking exclusively to this newspaper, 
chief executive Colin Carmichael said despite 
the £11 million sell-off to help fund rebuilds 
to the likes of the Marlowe Theatre and refur¬ 
bishment to the Beaney Institute, the dis¬ 
trict’s community groups should not worry. 

It follows the sale of the Sea Cadets’ Puckle 
Lane site which is forcing the group out after 
60 years. They have been offered an alterna¬ 
tive site, but the news unsettled other organ¬ 
isations who feared they too could be sitting 
on a goldmine the council was keen to 
exploit. 

He said: “We hold onto property for different 
reasons. Some we hold onto because it makes 
us money, some because it’s the right thing to 
do. And there are some assets which were 
bought by other people a long time ago, and 
although a good idea at the time, now it’s not 
doing anything for us. 

“It’s what any business would do; hold on to 
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the things that are beneficial and sell the 
parts that are not. We would always try to 
sell property whose sale was not controver¬ 
sial or complicated. It makes it easier to sell.” 

Mr Carmichael would not reveal which 
assets are to be disposed of, citing commer¬ 
cial sensitivity as a prime concern. 

The decision to push ahead with a large- 
scale asset sale was taken at a meeting ear¬ 
lier this year. 

The profit and resultant interest will help 
the council fund the massively ambitious 
capital programme. 

Between now and 2010, £8m of land and 
property will be sold, with a further £3m ear¬ 
marked for sale before 2012. Interest earned 
on the cash pot would help support the 
authority’s revenue budget from 2011, sav¬ 
ing an estimated £180,000 per year in inter¬ 
est on loans which would otherwise have 
been required. The council hopes to plough 
between £14m and £16m into its capital pro¬ 
gramme over the next few years, a figure it 
regards as “a challenge”. 

A council spokesman said full council will 
be asked to agree to the disposal programme, 
which will start later this year.

SIMPLY washing your hands with 
alcohol gel or liquid soap and water 
is the best way to help the count/s 
hardworking doctors and nurses in 
their battle against killer health¬ 
care-acquired infections. 

Consultant microbiologist James Nash 
spoke to KOS Media about the main super¬ 
bugs - MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Although different in their transmission and 
symptoms, all bugs are spread by poor hygiene 
and overuse of antibiotics. 

Dr Nash, who is director of infection preven¬ 
tion and control for East Kent Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said the original superbug MRSA start¬ 
ed to emerge in the 1970s, gradually becoming 
more common and accelerating in the 90s. 

He said during this period the NHS did not 
pay enough attention to cleaning hospitals 
and controlling the use of antibiotics. 


The situation has improved since reaching a 
crisis in 2000, but has left a legacy of large 
numbers of people who are MRSA carriers. 

Dr Nash said most people have 
Staphylococcus (Staph) on their skin, but what 
makes it MRSA (or methicillin-resistent 
Staph aureaus) is resistance to a lot of antibi¬ 
otics. It is not dangerous when it lives in areas 
such as the armpits and nose, but it is more 
difficult to treat when it gets into infections. 

Experts believe around three per cent of the 
population are MRSA carriers, but the rate of 
carriage rises to 10 to 20 per cent among the 
elderly. It causes abcesses and boils, and can 
lead to blood poisoning. It can be spread on the 
hands through touching a number of patients. 

The best way to kill the bug is alcohol gel 
hand wash, which is now available in all hos¬ 
pital wards. Infections are treated with special 
antibiotics. 

Dr Nash said the UK is fortunate, at the 
moment, not to have a significant number of 
cases of the particularly virulent strain cur¬ 
rently affecting America - known as C MRSA. 

“These have not appeared in this country in 
any significant numbers, but they may be the 


THE NEW THREATS 

• Pseudomonas is a bacterium found in water and can be a 
problem if medical equipment is not decontaminated proper¬ 
ly. Strains can be resistant to antibiotics, making it difficult to 
treat and manage. 

• ESBL Klebsiella is an organism associated with urinary 
tract infections, which used to be easy to treat with antibi¬ 
otics. Doctors are now encountering a strain that cannot be 
treated with oral antibiotics and need intravenous therapy. 

• Acinetobacter is a bug causing problems in intensive care 
units because it is resistant to antibiotics. 


next thing that comes,” he said. 

Controlling the use of antibiotics is particu¬ 
larly important in tackling the other infamous 
superbug - Clostridium difficile. 

The gut organism attracted unprecedented 
media attention after a Healthcare Commission 
investigation found it was responsible for the 
deaths of at least 90 patients during two out¬ 
breaks in 2004 and 2006 at Maidstone and 


Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust hospitals. 

Antibiotics kill off a lot of the normal bacte¬ 
ria in the stomach, which allows the C diff that 
might be there in low numbers to grow, pro¬ 
ducing a very powerful toxin. 

Discovered in 1978, C diff was thought to be 
a normal outcome for patients on antibiotics. 

But in 2000 experts became concerned after 
reports from the US about a more severe strain 
of the diarrhoea bug that was killing patients. 

It was not until 2004, when two outbreaks at 
Stoke Mandeville Hospital led to 33 deaths, 
that the strain arrived in the UK 

Coupled with the outbreaks at Maidstone, 
NHS trusts now take the infection seriously and 
rates are low across the country, Dr Nash said. 

C diff can be treated with antibiotic or probi¬ 
otic treatments and in some severe cases 
patients may have to have surgery to repair 
damaged intestines. However, alcogels do not 
kill C diff - soap and water are necessary to 
defeat the bug’s spores. 

Dr Nash said: “We think we’ve moved from it 
[C diff] being endemic to a situation where we 
have clusters. We think if we can keep it up we 
won’t see high rates of C diff again.”

Environmental damage is 
nucleus of power problem 


SO British Energy support the 
government’s plan to build more 
nuclear power stations; there’s a 
surprise. 

To paraphrase the famous comment by 
Mandy Rice-Davies during the infamous 
Profumo scandal of 1963: “well, they would 
wouldn’t they”. 

I never thought I would witness a Labour 
government advocating the building of more 
nuclear power stations, or, worse, renewing 
Trident. But then I never thought I’d ever wit¬ 
ness any British government pursuing such 
needless, expensive and dangerous policies. 

Everybody in what we still hold to be our 
free society is entitled to their own opinion, 
and mine is that nuclear power is one of the 
greatest confidence tricks ever foisted on 
human society. 

The whole nuclear power industry was set 
up to produce material for use in nuclear 
weapons. It was never was conceived as, or 
intended to be, an economical way to produce 
electricity, and the problems of decommission¬ 


ing power stations and dealing with the waste 
were deliberately ignored. 

I am not alone by any means in this opinion. 
Here are some of the thoughts on the subject 
from well-known pressure groups who have 
been proved right on many subjects in the past 
50 years. These are the kind of organisations 
that have made us aware of the threat to 
whales, the dangers of weapons of mass 
destruction, the cruel treatment of farm ani¬ 
mals, and indeed, global warming itself, 
among other things. 

GREENPEACE: Even if Britain built ten 
new reactors, nuclear power can only deliver a 
four per cent cut in carbon emissions some 
time after 2025. Even the Government admits 
this (Sustainable Development Commission 
figure). It’s too little too late at too high a price. 

CND: Nuclear power is not the answer to cli¬ 
mate change - in fact, even if we doubled the 
amount of nuclear power in the UK there 
would only be an eight per cent reduction in 
greenhouse gases. It is neither carbon emis¬ 
sion free nor would new power stations come 
on stream for at least ten years. It threatens 
the environment and people’s health. 


No safe solution has yet been devised to 
store its carcinogenic toxic radioactive waste, 
some of which is dangerous for thousands of 
years. It also leaves us vulnerable to the possi¬ 
bility of nuclear accidents or even terrorist 
attack. 

FRIENDS OF THE EARTH director, Tony 
Juniper: “The decision to encourage the con¬ 
struction of new nuclear stations in the UK is 
both irrational and unfortunate. It is irra¬ 
tional because the economics do not stack up 
and because renewables and energy efficiency 
could meet our needs more quickly and sus¬ 
tainably. It is unfortunate because the nuclear 
option will limit our ability to lead in the excit¬ 
ing and fast growing new markets for modem 
energy sources. And that is bad news for the 
UK economy and jobs”. 

Much more has been said, and will be said, 
on the subject. But remember, it is unlikely we 
will have to pay for this folly; those who come 
after us certainly will.

Cash concerns for 
elderly generation 

A number of high-street retailers 
have recently announced that they 
will no longer offer their customers 
the opportunity to pay by cheque. 

Whilst the slow death of cheques is 


probably inevitable, older people 
remain more likely than other age 
groups to continue to use cheques as 
a means of payment. The truth is 
that some older consumers in your 
area may already be struggling with 
the many changes in the way we 
manage money such as the 
introduction of chip and pin cards 
and this represents another 
challenge. 

More than nine in ten older people 
have told us that more should be 
done to help vulnerable older people 
deal with the changes in the way 
society uses money whilst seven in 
ten feel that older people have fewer 
opportunities for learning how to 
manage their money. 

As a charity we provide advice to 
older people across the country on 
exactly these issues through our 
Your Money Matters programme, 
which we run in partnership with 
Barclays. 

The projects are aimed at 
improving the skills, confidence and 
financial situation of older people by 
providing basic money management 
and debt advice. 

We would recommend the 
following advice for any of your older 
readers who often pay for their 
shopping by cheque and are 
concerned about these changes. 

Consider asking your bank or 
building society for a chip and pin or 
a chip and signature card. If you 
have trouble understanding how 
these work, you can ask your bank 
or building society for instruction. 

In the case of chip and pin, the 
personal identification number 
(PIN) provides added security for 
card transactions and if you 
misplace either type of card, you can 
cancel it straightaway. 

For those who find it difficult to 


use pin numbers, the chip and 
signature card is a better option. All 
retailers should offer the facility to 
use this type of card where you can 
sign for goods.

It's not cuckoo

Having turned 70 last year, Jack 
Nicholson may well have mortality 
on his mind already 

If not, his latest movie The Bucket List was 
bound to do the job - it follows two seriously ill 
men who make a list of things to do before 
they Trick the bucket’. 

“I think fear of death and fear of the 
unknown motivates people not to live in the 
now” says Jack, sunglasses, as usual, fixed in 
place. 

“I always mistrusted someone who said they 
didn’t want to live forever. I changed my mind 
when I thought to myself, the real question is 
not whether you want to live forever, but do 
you want to live forever at the expense of your 
children? Because if suddenly people stopped 
dying, we’d have a real ecological problem on 
our hands.” 

These days, Jack doesn’t do a lot of movies, 
averaging about one a year since 2000. 

Having reached pensionable age with three 
Oscars to his name, there’s not much left for 
the star to prove - and he knows it. But The 
Bucket List offered him the chance to work 
with Morgan Freeman, an actor he has long 
admired. 

“We’ve known one another a long time,” 
admits Jack. “Morgan and I very much want¬ 
ed to work together. Sometimes things are 
great and filming this was one of those times. 
We both had a lot of awareness of one another. 
It was a reaffirmation.” 

The Bucket List also offered Jack the chance 
to work with director Rob Reiner again, who 
was at the helm during Jack’s legendary per¬ 
formance as Marine Colonel Nathan Jessop in 
A Few Good Men, alongside Tom Cruise. 

After Jack’s character, millionaire Edward 
Cole, meets Morgan’s, mechanic Carter 
Chambers, in hospital, the pair become unlike-

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ly friends and opt to use Edward’s cash to 
make their bucket list’. 

This sees them jet round the world on an 
exhaustive trip seeing landmarks like the pyr¬ 
amids in Egypt and the Great Wall of China, 
and indulging in skydiving, car racing and get¬ 
ting a tattoo, all with the aid of Jack’s long suf¬ 
fering assistant Thomas (Sean Hayes). 

But of course, the trip isn’t just about two 
men having the time of their lives. They also 
have to deal with long-forgotten personal 
issues. 

Says Jack: ‘What I like about the tone of this 
movie, and my character, is, it’s not sentimen¬ 
tal, but it has sentiment.” 

Mention Jack’s own personal bucket list, and 
his thoughts turn to actors he’d like to work 
with. 

‘We’ve all got a bucket list,” he admits. “I 
can’t work with Marilyn Monroe, so she’s off 
the list. But there are a lot of people. I was 
thinking about it last night because people are

always asking me which young actors I like. 

“I’m categorically against making up lists 
like that because somebody’s always annoyed, 
so I never answer. But I thought, ‘No, I’m going 
to do this different. I’m going to write out a 
long list of people, be it Nick Cage or Joaquin 
Phoenix’. 

“Incidentally, it’s a pretty long list.” 

So, after an acting career which has spanned 
several decades and given him more adula¬ 
tion, awards and acclaim than most actors can 
only dream of, does Jack have any regrets? 

“I think,” he says, “that it’s always the things 
you don’t do in life that you regret most, not 
the things you do.”

Explore a lakeside retreat

Driving along the precarious wind¬ 
ing roads and through tunnels cut 
into the jagged mountains remind¬ 
ed me of a scene from The Italian 
Job. 

But it wasn’t a Mini we were travelling in, 
the location wasn’t Turin and Michael Caine 
was nowhere to be seen. In fact, we were doing 
a circuit of Lake Garda, Italy’s largest lake, 
which lies in the foothills of the Dolomites in 
the north of the country. 

Lake Garda, peppered with a mixture of 
elaborate hotels, pebble beaches and beautiful 
towns against a stunning mountainous back¬ 
drop, has plenty on offer for the discerning 
traveller. 

Thankfully, unlike other popular resorts, 
architects haven’t dug into the spectacular 
hillside to create holiday apartments or com¬ 
mercial villages. The scenery varies enormous¬ 
ly, from the craggy mountains of the north, to 
the rich vineyards of the middle reaches and 
the gentle plains which back the southern 
shores. 

We were staying at Europa Silvella, a pretty 
campsite near Salo, on the south west of the 
lake, shaded by olive trees. 

Our drive north took us past Salo through 
tree-lined roads alongside picturesque towns 
including Gardone Riviera and Gargnano and, 
almost at the tip of the lake, to the more com¬ 
mercial town of Limone, where you can hire

pedalos, go for a swim or even catch a car ferry 
across the lake to Malcesine, also known as 
the Riviera of Olives, which was loved by 
many celebrated writers and artists, most 
notably Goethe. 

Many of the campsites around Lake Garda 
(and there are a lot of them) are situated on 
the hillside and enjoy stunning views of the 
lake. We were able to access the lake from our 
campsite for a swim and to just watch the 
world go by. 

Lake Garda, which lies around half way 
between Venice and Milan, was formed by gla¬ 


ciers at the end of the last ice age and is divid¬ 
ed between the regions of Lombardy, Trentino 
and the Veneto. 

It may have an alpine setting, but the tem¬ 
perature is like the Mediterranean as the lake 
acts as a gigantic solar panel, with a ring of 
mountains retaining the heat. 

It’s 98 miles around the lake, so you can 
drive around it in a day, although we were 
keen to explore the many gorgeous villages 
and towns on its banks. To the north nearer 
the mountains it is windier and narrower, just 
two miles across at its narrowest point, and 
that’s where much of the sailing and windsurf¬ 
ing takes place. 

Further south there’s still a plethora of 
water-based activities, from water skiing and 
jet skiing to scuba diving and fishing. 

If you are going to drive, I would recommend 
hiring a small car rather than a big people car¬ 
rier because parking can be tricky close to the 
lake in the height of season. 

The best mode of travel for me, however, was 
the ferry. You can get to major towns across 
the lake this way, without the hassle of traffic 
or parking, although it is quite pricey - around 
60 Euros (£42) for a half-hour trip for a family 
of four. 

I have to say that eating out in Lake Garda 
is not cheap for families unless you live on 
shared pizzas. It is the Cote D’Azur of Italy, so 
expect to pay accordingly. We found the 
Italians extremely child-friendly, the water 
cleaner than a lot of the Mediterranean and 
the ambience stylish but relaxed. 

All in all, the perfect Italian job.

Regret over rise in 
repossession cases 

FOLLOWING the release of the latest 
repossession figures by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, the National 
Association of Estate Agents has 
expressed “regret” over the reported rise. 

But the group said a sense of perspec¬ 
tive on the marketis necessary. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive at 
the NAEA, said: “We always regret hear¬ 
ing news about repossession rises. 

“Difficult economic conditions have 
taken their toll on some homeowners 
recently and this is certainly unfortu¬ 
nate. It is vital that people looking at the 
wider market do not lose their sense of 
perspective, however. 

“The 2007 repossession figures are 
still massively down on those seen in the 
early 90s, when nearly 80,000 were 
recorded in one year compared with 
27,100 last year.” 

Agencies struggle 
to keep their staff 

DESPITE a very healthy market, many 
letting companies say they are finding it 
increasingly difficult to find and hang on 
to good quality staff. 

Although the basic earning potential 
remains good, letting companies are 
finding the market a tougher place than 
before and research shows that many 
employees are choosing to either leave 
the industry altogether or sit tight. 

According to the business, many let¬ 
ting companies have realised that an 
important element of their reputation 
and brand image is how their staff deal 
with members of the public. 

ID theft threat to 
county's landlords 

LANDLORDS are being warned against 
the threat of identity threat by 
unscrupulous tenants. 

According to a report, sales and letting 
agents are being warned to be on their 
guard for tenants with fake references 
who then assume the landlord’s identity, 
apply for a mortgage and run off with 
the cash. 

Rob Tancred, director of estate agency 
Capital Bromley, said: “If you do not 
have a mortgage on your property it is 
easy for a conman to obtain the title 
deeds and take one out in your name.” 


RESEARCH by The Homebuyer 
and Property Investor Show has 
revealed some homeowners are 
ignorant about basic financial 
issues, particularly in relation to 
mortgages. 

Although rising interest rates have a signif¬ 
icant impact on individual wealth, only one 
third of the respondents questioned knew 
what the Bank of England base rate was last 
month. It currently stands at 5.25 per cent. 

Over 50 per cent of people believed the rate 
was under 5.5 per cent. These findings were 
confounded by the fact that 59 per cent did not

know what the current interest rate was on 
their mortgage. 

Such ignorance is worrying news for home- 
owners, many of whom could face a payment 
shock when their fixed rate mortgages come to 
an end soon. 

The survey also showed an alarmingly low 
number of homeowners understand the mort¬ 
gage options available, with only 34 per cent of 
respondents knowing that the tracker mort¬ 
gage tracks the Bank of England’s base rate. 

Nick Clark, managing director of 
Homebuyer Events, said: “The Bank of 
England interest rate plays a crucial part in 


determining homeowners’ personal wealth. 
With borrowers not keeping their eye on the 
ball they could find they are paying way above 
the odds on their current mortgage. 

“It is concerning that homeowners seem not 
to be on top of basic personal financial issues. 
Buying a house and signing up to a mortgage 
is possibly the largest financial commitment 
we make in our lives and yet the sheer num¬ 
ber of people who do not understand the basic 
terms and processes is very worrying. 

“However, help is at hand as there are a 
large number of highly trained financial advi¬ 
sors who can help explain the basic details as 
well as the more complex issues and keep bor¬ 
rowers abreast of any relevant changes and 
save them money in the long run.”

163bhp 320d unit is every bit as impressive in 
today’s ‘squeeze the motorist diy’ Britain. 

With virtual petrol engine refinement it deliv¬ 
ers pulling power across the range as the con¬ 
summate all-rounder for town and country and 
relaxed (45mpg-plus) motorway cruiser, aided 
by a well-spaced and slick six-speed gearbox. 

As generations of 3-Series have passed, 
BMW has extended the wheelbase to enhance 
balance and handling, so this sporty diesel 
eats up cross-country travel safely and secure¬ 
ly, with little body roll. 

However, this can also highlight a fidgety 
ride caused by run-flat tyres; BMW has 
ditched a spare wheel for extra boot space, but 
the drawback could outweigh the benefit. 

Inside, the ergonomics are typically good 
with a clear dashboard layout, excellent seats 
and a fully adjustable steering wheel. 

That long wheelbase also guarantees good 
rear legroom, though headroom is slightly com¬ 
promised by the roofline -1 can admire the car’s 
abilities, but I cannot love its variation on today’s 
distinctive yet rather ugly BMW design theme.

WE may have lost our last major UK-owned car maker with the collapse of MG Rover, but the UK is still a major car manufacturing 
country. Admittedly, most cars produced here now have a Japanese badge on the front, but they generate many jobs within the car 
plants themselves and across a whole industry sector of homegrown suppliers. The products are also of high guality and good value 
and tend to soldier on well on the used market - check out this diverse yet reliable trio of leading Anglo-Japanese candidates. 



SUPERMINI design has become formulaic in recent years, so Nissan gains 
lots of credit for daring to be different with the Micra. It's an eye-catcher 
inside and out and facelifts have maintained its cheeky appeal. Engine 
options are impressive throughout the range, including some excellent 
Renault-sourced diesels. The Sunderland-built three and five-door line-up 
also includes a coupe convertible and lively and trendy Sport range with 
a flagship, the 160SR, to rival cars like the MINI One and Ford Zetec S. 


HONDA's refined sports utility vehicle (SUV) gained a boost when the 
second generation line-up gained a much needed diesel option. This 
helped make it more popular even though it is not quite as stylish as its 
predecessor. It was also more spacious and capable, drove well, and 
was produced to a high standard at Honda's highly efficient Swindon 
plant.

Don't dismiss 
the pitfalls of 
missing work 
for football 


WORKERS are being urged not to 
score an own goal by throwing a 
sickie during this year’s Euro 2008 
football tournament. 

Amanda Finn, of Gullands solicitors in 
Maidstone, says that, although the UK does 
not have a presence in football’s second biggest 
showpiece event, many employers are already 
worrying about the employment issues that 
will undoubtedly arise. 

She says: ‘Without wishing to be killjoys, 
how can they deal with the issues that arise 
from absences which may affect their ability to 
maintain business as usual? 

“As a starting point it is a good idea to 
remind all staff of the company policy for 
requesting time off and notification of sic kn ess 
absence. 

“An employer does not have to accept a holi¬ 
day request, but it is important that all staff 
are treated fairly and consistently.” 

Here’s her advice to employers: 

“If you do decide to make allowances for 
changes in hours to accommodate matches 
then it is important to stress this is a tempo¬ 
rary arrangement and that employers deal 
with other staff requests, not football related, 
with similar sympathy. 

“Without seeking to make assumptions

about the gender of football fans, it is likely 
that if an employer has agreed to a small alter¬ 
ation in hours for many male employees, a 
refusal of a request for alteration to a female 
member of staff’s hours for other reasons 
could lead to claims of discrimination. 

“If the company is going to take a hard line 
in relation to sickness absence during Euro 
2008 it is important employees are told about 
this prior to the event and that the procedure 
does not depart from any contractual scheme. 

“Employers will have to be very sure of their 
facts to take disciplinary action and in any 
event should be careful to follow the statutory 
disciplinary procedures to avoid a trip to the 
employment tribunal. 

“And what of the worst case scenario? An 
employee who has taken holiday to attend the 
matches is involved in violence. What can the 
employer do then? The answer is not as 
straightforward as you might imagine. 

“Behaviour which takes place in an employ¬ 
ee’s own time may not give an employer suffi¬ 
cient justification for dismissal.”

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English sides suffer as men crash in Scotland

CANTERBURY’S men endured a dif¬ 
ficult weekend against some the best 
teams in the world at the Eurohockey 
Indoor Club Champions Cup, finish¬ 
ing bottom of the eight-team tourna¬ 
ment as they represented England. 

The side earned the right to play at 
the tournament in Perth, Scotland, by 
winning the English indoor title last 
year. And they made a good start 
against Polish and European champi¬ 
ons Pocztowiec Poznan, with David 
Matthews scoring a hat-trick in a nar¬ 
row 7-4 defeat. 

World champions and eventual tour¬ 
nament winners Germany, represent¬ 
ed by a team from Crefelder, cruised 
past Canterbury, running out 18-1 
winners. 



They finished bottom of Pool A after 
a 9-5 defeat to full-time Danish side 
Orient Lyngby, although Matthews 
notched another hat-trick. Matt 
Harper had given them the lead, but 
an onslaught followed from the 
Scandinavian professionals. 

Defeats against champions from 
Austria and Switzerland followed as 
Canterbury struggled against 
Europe’s elite. 

The result means England will now 
be relegated out of the elite group, 
with Loughborough the first to lose 
out. The midlands club won the 
English National Indoor title last 


month, but will now play in the 
Challenge Cup next spring. 

Canterbury must now turn their 
attentions to escaping relegation in 
the Premier League. They are four 
points adrift at the bottom ahead of 
Saturday’s game at Polo Farm against 
Loughborough. 

Canterbury’s ladies continued their 
good form with a 3-1 win away against 
Chelmsford. Goals from Sarah Kerly 
and Helen Grant put the visitors in 
front at the break, with Susannah 
Townsend making sure of the win ten 
minutes from time. 

The victory consolidates Cant¬ 
erbury’s place in the top half of the 
Premier League. They have a week off 
before hosting Leicester on March 1. 


Crusaders have 
to accept defeat 

KENT Crusaders basketball team had to 
bow to a better side as they lost 77-64 
against the Cardiff Celts on Saturday 
night. 

Coach Mads Olesen put the defeat 
down to injuries, but admits the Celts 
were the better team.

Bagley tapped in a rebound to make it 3-0 
after half an hour to send the Belmont faithful 
into dreamland. 

Worthing regrouped at half-time and were 
more of a threat in the second half, but a penal¬ 
ty 11 minutes from time was all they had to 
show for their efforts. 

Whitstable have a difficult mn of fixtures 
ahead and cannot afford to rest on their laurels. 
They probably need three more wins from 12 
games to ensure survival, but the recent rich 
vein of form could prove vital.

A WEEK on from winning at 
London Scottish, Canterbury 
almost pulled off an unlikely dou¬ 
ble by coming close to beating run¬ 
away league leaders Mounts Bay 

The Cornish side have swept all before them 
this season, with only one defeat in 19 games. 
They look odds-on for promotion to National 
Two, but they almost came unstuck against a 
fired-up Canterbury. 

The visitors began well and observers might 
have expected Bay to accelerate out of sight, 
but Canterbury fought back. 

Gert De Kock kicked a penalty to reduce the 
deficit to two points, then they took the lead 
with a try from Theo Rhodes after 20 minutes.

Canterbury took a bonus point from the 
game, which was enough to keep them third in 
National Three South. 

This weekend Canterbury travel to Ealing, 
before visiting Colfeians in the Kent Cup semi¬ 
final on Sunday.

KENT stalwart Min Patel has announced his 
retirement from first class cricket after 19 
years with the county. 

The 37-year-old made his debut with the 
county in 1989 where he took 630 wickets 
with his left arm spin and scored 3,945 runs. 

During his time at Canterbury, he was 
picked to play for England and made his Test 
debut against India in 1996. 

Patel said: “It has been an honour to repre¬ 
sent Kent for the best part of 20 years. While 
I feel mentally capable of carrying on, the 
body has said ‘enough is enough’. 

“I wish Rob Key and his team continued 
success on the field and hope they build on a 
terrific 2007, and to Graham Johnson and his 
team on their goal of taking Kent to new 
heights off the field.” 

Johnson, the club’s chairman of cricket, 
paid tribute to Patel claiming it was “sad” 
that injury forced him into retirement rather 
than finishing his career winning trophies 
with Kent.

He said: “He has been a top class spinner, 
very handy batsman and a shrewd tactician 
who has played at the highest level. 

“But for some serious injuries I am sure he 
would have had more opportunities to play 
for his country. 

“The way he overcame his injuries and his 
approach to the game are testament to his 
character and his love of the game. 

“We will miss his skills for there are few 
spinners of his quality in the world, let alone 
in England.” 

Kent skipper Rob Key praised Patel for his 
support in helping him in his role as captain 
and as a role model to others. 

He said: “Min has been an inspiration to 
others throughout his career. 

“There are many cricketers within Kent 
and beyond who have benefited from his 
knowledge and advice.”
